Besides, if one-fourth 
or more of the total number of members have requested, an Extra- 
ordinary General Meeting must be held within 2 inonths from that 
time. 

22. The budget as veil as settlement of accounts of the association 
must first be discussed by the Board of Executives and then 
get approval of the General Meeting. 

23. The association, if it de^ms it necessary, can establish various 
committees. 

24. In order to aitix change the association's constitution, an ap- 
proval by the General Meeting must be obtained. 

25. The association, if it seems it necessary, can establish its 







local chapter. The constitution of a local chapter shall be 
given separately.
